Chicago, May 12.—The demurrers 


of the Chicago packers in the "beef 
trust" cases were overruled today by 
Judge Carpenter in the United States 
district court. 
' In his ruling Judge Carpenter de- 
clared that the 
Sherman 
anti-trust 


law, which had been attacked by the 
packers, is constitutional. 


He also held that the indictment 


charging J. Ogden .Armour and other 
packers with violating Its provisions is 
valid. 


May Have a Wide Bearing. 


Judge 
Carpenter's 
decision 
may 


have an indirect bearing on all anti- 
trust litigation in the United States 
upholding the completeness and sta- 
bility of the Sherman act. Of this 
feature' the 
court said: 
"Congress 


aimed effectually to prevent restraint 
of trade in interstate commerce; 'it 
had constitutional power to accomplish 
this purpose, by making restraints of 
trade criminal acts or by • empowering 
the United States, as complainant, to 
secure injunctions against acts, which 
constitute restraints of trade, or by 
both. By passing the Sherman act It 
did both." 


The packers had based 'their de- 


murrers in part on an assertion that 
tho act did not provide a crime, or 
provide legal and constitutional means 
for correcting the abuses It'was de- 
signed to control: the decision directly- 
denied this assumption. 


A Vital Point Upheld. 


They also claimed that the act did 


not define the misdoing- in terms that 
would enable the defendant to know 
in advance that such performances as 
It condemned were illegal. • Of this the 
decision says: 
' "I am of the opinion that the su- 
preme court of the United States has 
determined .that sections 1, 2 and 3 of 
the Sherman act define swith sufficient 
accuracy the offenses therein enumer- 
ated."' 


As to the stability of the indictment 


Judge Carpenter said: 


"I do not see. how the grand jury 


could have made the charge more defi- 
nite, ana believe it Is. sufficiently spe- 
cific to satisfy the substantive law.

A more ancient meaning of the "horrors o£ war" is 


revived by the inefficient military establishment oE 
Mexico. American Red Cross surgeons and nurses 
who crossed from El Paso to give aid to the wounded 
and sick in Juarez found a state of affairs that was 
shocking. 
The Mexican army has nothing that can 


be called a medical corps and is without a Red Cross 
' auxiliary. 
The invalids from wounds or sickness arc 


left to shift for themselves in the best ways they can 
devise. 
In Juarez there were found men who had 


been wounded in the battle of Casas Grandes two 
months ago. : In many cases the wounds had become 
gangrenous and indescribably foul. 
Sanitation ap- 


pears to be a science utterly unknown to'the Mexicans 
and the consequences are quite as might be expected. 
That these consequences are not more appalling seem.1; 
to be mainly due to the fact that the Mexican is thor- 
oughly bred to his filth and can stand it better than a 
more highly civilized man could do. The want in the 
Mexican army of efficient means to. care for the in- 
valid very well illustrates the spirit of the Diaz gov- 
ernment toward the people, though it is a singular in 
stance of shortsightedness that the government should 
be inhumanly negligent of the arm upon which alone 
its power depended. Mexico is represented as having 
taken on the qualities and developed the efficiencies 
of modern civilization and enlightenment during the 
thirty years of the Diaz rule, yet what a sorry con- 
trast she presents to Japan in the mere matter of 
warf-re. 
During the Russo-Japanese conflict the 


Japanese army disclosed the most modern and efficient 
medical and sanitary organization. 
Not' the finest 


armies of Europe could have surpassed her in this re- 
spect. The Mexican government sends forth its sol- 
dier? to fight without even the crudest provision for 
taking humane care of the wounded and sick. 


Senor Madero has established a provisional gov- 


ernment with a president, ^ cabinet, a capital and all 
other accessories, including a rather capable army. 
What more can Senor Diaz require?

BETTER THAN CURE.

The proverb concerning the ounce of prevention that out- 


weighs the pound of cure is especially applicable to tu- 
berculosis, the disease that'is so easy to avoid when It? 
approach is perceived in time, and so difficult to overcome 
when Its fangs have once been fastened In the human sys- 
tem. 
Remedial 'measures for conquering the white plague 


are being vigorously employed everywhere throughout the 


parativelf little practical attention. "What is described as 
the first'definite step toward the erection in this countrv 
of a large institution devoted exclusively to the preven- 
tion ot tuberculosis was takeh at Farmingdale. N. J.. dur- 
ing the past week. Contracts were let for the erection of 
four fire-proof dormitories and an administration building 
to house the Tuberculosis Preventorium for Children. The 
pationt will come from homes in which there are tubercu- 
lar parents, but none will bo admitted who are themselves 
suffering 
from 
the 
disease. 
Weak, 
under-nourished 


youngsters, who from their family history and their sur- 
roundings arc regarded as logical victims for tuberculosis, 
although they have not yet been attacked, will be built up 
with fresh air and country milk and eggs to withstand its 
assault. 


Thanks to the earnest efforts of its thousands of mem- 


bers in all parts of the United States, the slogan of the 
national association of agencies that arc fighting the plague 
"JCo uncared for cafes of tuberculosis in 1915." seems in a 
fair way toward fulfillment. 
It would seem that, following 


the New Jersey idea, a portion of their activities might now 
be devoted to systematic preventive work. Of course rnor 
or less in this direction is being done through free dispen 
,sares and district nurses. -Wherever tuberculosis is dis 
covered, other members 'of the family are warned, and i 
there is any predisposition to the disease, are given advic 
concerning a protective regimen: but better provision is 
needed for the children whose natural guardians have been 
removed for treatment nt sanitariums. This is one of the 
principal purposes to be fulfilled by the New Jersey insti- 
tution which will endeavor to prer-ent the visiting of the 
diseases of the father upon the children. It is to'be hoped 
this pioneer will not for long be alone in this beneficent 
field.

New York, May 10.—When women are 
trained housekeepers there will be lit- 
tle trouble with domestic service; when 
vlves know and appreciate the details 
of housework the servant girl problem 
will have been adjusted to the r.atis- 
faction of.the household; when v/omen 
refuse to go shopping or get out In the 
avenues while the process of adjust- 
ment is going on. there will be fewer 
girls who shy at housework and who 
regret their place is in a factory or 
office. 


Mrs. John H. Judge, of the Political 


Study club, is authority -for these prin- 
ciples of correct relationship between 
the household employer and employe. 
Mrs. Judge aims to have the City Fed- 
eration of Women's Cluhs develop the 
interest ot the hon-.a. as she asserts 
the average American home suffers to- 
day for lack of attention, which the 
intellect of women can ar.d will sup- 
ply. 


Mrs.- Judge asks, "What sort of a 


wife does the young man of moderate 
means get today when he marries out 
of the average home?" All the train- 
ing of housekeeping and home-making 
that young women receive is obtained 
in the domestic science classes of the 
public schools. 
This is better than 


nothing, but it is not enough. 


Snobbish Attitude. 


"Everywhere in nil classes there ex- 


ists the snobbish .idea toward the dig- 
nity of housework. 
The standard 
ofj 


housekeeping is seriously in need ot 


t a guardian uiigol. No other agency can | 


raise this standard so quickly to its 
proper level as the club women, when 
_once they make up their minds to do 
"so, and tho mother should .be the edu- 
cator of her daughter for the new home 
she will soon control. 


"Then the question is a personal one. 


which each woman must answer," I 
put'to Mrs. Judge. 


"It must not be left to the state to 


educate girls for the 
husband and 


home. The state cannot do it. The 
American home, tho backbone of the 
nation, will be threatened and women 
must rlso up to reclaim it. Just con- 


, sider- for yourself what the result will 


be It things keep on soing as they are 
now for tho next IHty years. 


"But women are beginning to under- 


stand this," she went on. "Out-of the 
chaos. of present club conditions will 


1 evolve a tremendous revolution for 


home protection. Club lifo lifted wom- 
en from the drudgery of the home. It 
will keep her in the home, much better 
equipped to carry on its work with jus- 
tice to hersel/ and the family."

Mrs. Judge is working to have the 


New York City Federation of Women's 
Clubs form a domestic service commit- 
tee to lurnish and give certificates to 
any member of any club belonging to 
tho federation to be given servants who 
have proved capable, faithful and hon- 
est, and to be signed by the president 
of the federation, keeping a record of 
the servant to whom the certificate has 
been given. 


"When I mentioned, this plan to a 


woman the other day she said,*'But I 
had a servant once for five years who 
turned'out ba'd,' " continued Mrs. Judge. 
"I replied, 'Haven't you known women 
friends vttiom you have trusted im- 
plicitly for more than five years and 
yet who turned out 'bad,' as you say? 
Don't you think you often expect too 
much of a servant?'" 


"Would you give a servant regular 


hours as you would, a nurse?" I asked. 


"Impossible In a household, and a 


Rood servant who knows her work is 
appreciated wouldn't want them no;' 
ask for them. A good servant knows 
her place as every well regulated wom- 
an In business knows hers. The serv- 
ant is a business woman.. She has her 
Individuality as such and she is human. 
I believe in giving her one day out a 
week1 and -insist upo'n her going' out if 
jshe is well enough.

'-'I 'do'n't believe' in nights out, but if 


any one in my employ wishes to go out 
all she has to do is to say so, arrange 
her work and go. If it doesn't upset 
her Eor the next day's work I .never 
make an.-objection. 


Regular Hours Impossible. 


"As for' regular hours, they are al- 


most impossible. I do hot- w'ant a ho- 
telj I want a home. I will not permit 
a servant to work it she is ill. She 
must see a physician, and I don't insist 
that she see mine. She may consult 
her own; in fact, I would much rather 
have her." 


Mrs. Judge lives in a most attractive 


home at No. 27 West Ninety-fourth 
street, and as for her servants, let her 
speak: "I always «-.eep them." 


I showed her a letter from a servant, 


stating that one hears much. of the 
hardship which factory workers 
and 


store girls endure, not one' of whom 
would change her position for domes- 
tic work. 
. . " 


_ "Often the cause," the writer goes 
on, "la not the heavy work arid long 
hours so much as the pride and arro- 
gance of the employers, who refuse to 
give servants any position in the world, 
who often refuse to give them a name, 
but speak of'theni as 'nry'man' or 'my 
woman.' What legal right have they to 
use these terms? The age of slavery is 
past, and no one may own a human be- 
ing." 


Mrs. Judge interrupted.- 
"I speak of 'my lawyer* or 'my doc- 


tor;' why not Viy man' or 'my woman, 
as'some one with whom we are doing 
business?" 


The letter goes on, "and yet they ex- 


pect people of refinement to enter their 
houses and work for them. 
And al- 


though they class the work as un- 
skilled labor, they expect them to do 


everything they require. 
A servants' 


union, with overtime for all hours after 
C p. m., has worked well for years In 
New Zealand; why not try it In this 
country?" 


To which Mrs. Judge replied: "Ho- 


tel rules cannot govern a private home. 
When the'mistress knows ahd appreci- 
ates the work of a servant domestic 
service will receive the recognition It 
deserves. .A business woman does not 
expect to be a member of the house- 
hold of her employer—the good servant 
does not. She knows and respects lior 
place, and has no desire to. get out of 
It; when women, I mean wives, realize 
all they should know :ts housekeepers, 
there will be no complaints from thor- 
oughly good servants. 
I was well 


trained by my rnotrier." 


Does.Own .Marketing. 


"Do you do your own 
marketing, 


Mrs.- Judge?" 


"I always do, and I go to the butch- 


er's. I know everything that comes 
into my kitchen and I can estimate the 
cost of each week's living to a dollar. 
I know women who leave all the mar- 
keting to untried servants. Can satis- 
factory results follow? 
A few years 


ago there didn't begin to be so many 
women leisurely strolling the streets, 
neither was there the troublesome do- 
mestic probleirTwe have today. A wom- 
an has no right to marry and assume 
charge of a household without training 
for the responsibilities involved. 


Won't electricity help some In the 


solution? I read the omer\day ot homes 
that are swept by it, dishes washed by 
it, and so forth." 
' "What if -.the., power 
gives out' 


We've got to stick to the old-fashioned 
way of doing things." 


"Would a training school for servants 


help?" 


"Yes, and so would a. training schoo 


for wives, otherwise the best servant 
would be lost, or at least discouraged.

Warner D, Miller, 20 years, whose 


home is In Geneva, 111., returned from- 
Europe aboard .the steamer Kronprinz 
Wilhelm broken in health 'and a wiser 
though sadder man than he was when 
he ran away from home a year ago in 
orde'r to reach, Paris to study art .and 
music, says the New York American. 


Miller's people would not consent to 


his going abroad to study and told him 
to stay in his own country. But.clerical 
work did not suit him,-so with $30 to 
pay steamship transportation he left 
home-and started'to freight it to New 
York, with 'his violin under' his arm. 


He .was arrested at Harrisburg, and 


to escape jail he paid a fine that swal- 
lowed tipL the best part of his slender 
capital. By- the time he reached New 
York he had but $12 left and he .ship- 
ped as a cattleman.

He, sold his violin to pay his fare

A message was 
sent to his father, who cabled fuVids 
and permission to young Miller to stay 
and pursue his studies.

America about the llrst of March at 
the conclusion of their Brooklyn mis- 
sion.

had been deep and thorough. 
The 


chairman o£ the mission committee in 
the/ "Walsh city was the Rev. and Hon. 
Jtv". Talbot Rice. M. A., vicar of Swan- 
•iea. The vicar and 
many 
of the 


Church .of England clergymen, as well 
M ministers and clergy of all denom- 
inations, threw, themselves heart and 
loul into the work. For some time be- 
fore 
the mission 
began a 
weekly 


prayer meeting for ministers was lu-ld 
»t the vicarage at 7 a. m. On one oc- 
casion the vicar had to deliver an ad- 
dress in another city on the preceding 


everywhere. 
The Christians of the 


city caught the new spirit—which is 
really a 'return to the principles and 
practice of the early church—and won- 
derful incidents of soul-winning oc- 
curred throughout the district. 


One evening at tho close of an elo- 


quent sermon on personal work Dr.! 
Chapman was Inspired to originate a 
new feature in their mission work. He 
called upon certain men to volunteer 
to throw themselves with might and

Juarez. Mexico. May 12—That the 


Mexican federal force* are almost en- 
tirely without provision for surgical 
and medical care was shown yester- 
day, when the Red Cross surgeons and 
nurses from El Paso Invaded the cao- 
tured city and took possession of the 
barracks and other temporary field 
hospitals, where scores of wounded 
awaited their care. 


Three or four federals were found 


In an old hotel*that had been used, by 
the federals as their hospital. 
They 


were suffering from wounds that had 
been received In the fighting around 
Caias Frandes nearly two months ago 
and had received no care since that 
time. 


Hollowed eyed skeltons with gan- 


grenous wounds, gazed silently at the 
Red Cross 
workers 
as 
they set to 


work, not at first with the wounded, 
but with disinfectants and water to 
remove the odor that pervaded every- 
thing. 


Death in Horri.bU Forms. 


In one room, practically stripped 


and thrown In a heap, were found 
four bodies bloated and disfigured. 


In another room, shut off from the 


sunlight or fresh air, were half a doi- 
en others who had almost lost the 
semblance of human beings from ery- 
sipelas or typhoid fever. 


Another, typhoid stricken and al 


but naked, lay on the ground outside 
the door of one of the Illy ventilated 
rooms. 
Over the mouth and eyes of 


the dying man hovered a swarm of 
files. Another skeleton mutely point- 
ed to his leg broken by a bullet at 
Casas 
Grandes. 
A rough 
boar*, 


stretching from the man's hips to his 
ankle had been bound to the fractured 
limb. 
The bandages 
had not been 


touched slnco that time. 


Still another, with his upper leg 


shattered 
by a bullet 
at Casas 


Grandes, had received even less at- 
tention. Bandages had been placed 
around the wound. That was all. He, 
too, had received no medical attention 
since the Casas Grandes fight, and 
gangrene had set In.
